Chicago Teachers Storm Banks 
To Demand 10 Months’ Back Pay 


By RODERICK YY. GRANT. 

CHICAGO, April 24.—(#)—Five 
thousand militant teachers, getting 
near the boiling point over this busi- 
ness of working without pay, laid 
siege to the big Loop banks today. 

Wearing arm bands to show they 
were 10 months behind in salaries due 
from the Chicago school board, they 
stormed the doors of the banks de- 
manding help toward the resumption 
of regular paydays. 

Impromptu orators harangued them 
from street corner boxes. Doors of 
some banks rolled shut and only cus- 
tomers with passbooks were allowed 
access through the crowd. Police help- 
ed at the doors, but made little effort 
to force the teachers to move on. The 
police pay checks are in arrears, too. 

The demonstrators insisted’ the 
banks should buy more tax anticipa- 
tion warrants from the school board. 

At the City National bank a dele- 
gtion of 500 swarmed in the street 
shouting, “We want Dawes; we want 
Dawes!” 

After an half hour the doors to the 
lobby suddenly swung open. Through 
the entrance the teachers jammed, and 
down the lobby came General Charles 
G. Dawes, chairman of the board, to 
meet them. A corps of uniformed 
guards was behind him, blocking the 
teachers from penetrating beyond the 
lobby.” 

“Well, here I am,” said General 
Dawes as the crowd surrounded him. 

“I’m not going to talk to you from 
behind barred doors. I know you are 
all good American citizens. 

As he advised them to give the new 
mayor a chance, hecklers started in- 
terrupting. Dawes frowned, tried to 
continue, and as the interruptions 
persisted he turned with a flash of 


Dawesian brusqueness and shouted at 
his hecklers: “To hell with trouble- 
makers.” 

A parade of 1,000 _ teachers 
marched through the lobby of the 
Continental-Illinois National bank, 


and when “scouts” could not find 
James R. Leavell, the president, the 
teachers appropriated parking space 
on bank desks and announced they 
would camp there unti] Leavell ar- 
rived. He did, after a while, and 
conferred with a delegation of 11. 

Informing the teachers his bank 
could not accept a proposal that it 
seek a loan from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation to buy teachers’ 
warrants, Leavell added that the 
bank had “a new hope” that might 
work out but he could not reveal 
the plan at present. 

The First National bank and the 
Harris Trust & Savings bank were 
also picketed. Melvin Traylor, 
president of the First National, re- 
ceived a delegation and told them the 
banks must keep faith with its cus- 
tomers and depositors and could take 
no more tax warrants so long as the 
public failed to pay taxes.

Parties Opposing Present 
Regime Win 8,500 Seats, 
Figures Show. 


MADRID, April 24.—(4)—Returns 
tabluated tonight in Sunday’s country- 
wide municipal elections indicated 
that an overwhelming tide of anti- 
government public opinion had struck 
the governmental parties. 

Unofficial figures showed that about 
8,500 councilmen who belonged to 
various combinations opposing the 
present regime had been elected, and 
that the government parties mustered 
approximately 4,000 seats. 

The agrarians made the most sen- 


| sational gains in the elections, which 


were the first real test of public 
opinion in the two-year-old republic, 
since opposition, groups contested the 
present composition of the cabinet and 


challenged the government for its part 


in the recent suppression of the Casas 
Viejas uprising. Women _voted 
throughout Spain for the first time. 
The agrarians are the conservative 
farmers’ party, formed by former 
monarchists, and have distinct mon- 
archist features.

The recent informal conference

problems now faced by the na- 
tional and state governments. 

During the past five years, when 
governmental costs have soared 
high above former totals, it has 
been necessary for congress and 
the various state legislatures to 
find new sources from which to 
secure revenue. It is natural that 
duplications and conflicts should 
have occurred that have overbur- 
dened some interests and under- 
taxed others. 

At the Washington conference 
recommendations were submitted 
calling for the elimination of fed- 
eral taxation on gasoline and on 
electric utilities, both large  pro- 
ducers of state government reve- 
nues, and for the passage of a con- 
gressional enabling and consenting 
act to facilitate interstate compacts 
on taxation problems. The repre- 
sentatives of the legislative associa- 
tion also recommended that no fur- 
ther tobacco taxes be adopted by 
the states and that taxation on beer, 
except that imposed for regulatory 
purposes, shall be restricted to the 
federal government. 

The abolition of the federal gas 
tax is recommended because these 
taxes are chiefly used by the states 
in the construction and maintenance 
of roads, and the elimination of the 
tax on electrical energy is recom-

THE FOREIGN TRADE MEET. 
The 20th annual convention of 


which assembles tomorrow in Pitts- 
burgh, meets at a time when the at- 
tention of the whole world is di- 
rected to the necessity for the 
re-creation of the great volume of 
commerce between nations which 
has disappeared during the period 
of the depression. 

In the announcement of plans for 
the convention the council points 
out to its members that ‘‘the time 
has come for a thorough overhaul- 
ing. We have a new course to 
chart; we must meet and surmount 
unprecedented obstacles and re- 
store American faith in foreign 
trade.” 

The convention will devote ear- 
nest consideration to the _ prob- 
lems of export merchandising, the 
Latin American trade, foreign trade 
banking, the co-ordination of for- 
eign trade alliances and current 
credit and collection practices. 

The question of credits incident 
to the rehabilitation of international 
commerce will especially have a 
vital bearing on the distribution of 
this reborn trade. Under existing 
conditions longer terms will be de- 
manded by the purchasing nations, 
and undoubtedly must be granted, 
but a fine line must be drawn be- 
tween such sound credits and 
terms that would be more destruc- 
tive than beneficial both to seller 
and buyer. 

For many years it was impossi- 
ble for the exporters of the United 
States to gain a firm foothold in 
South America because of the lib- 
eral credits extended by the ship- 
pers of England and Germany to 
Latin American concerns. When 
the markets of South America be- 
gin to demand increasingly large 
amounts of commodities from other 
continents, the quality and price 
of the goods will have no more im- 
portant a bearing on sales than 
the credits extended. The same 
Situation will exist with every for- 
eign trade market in the world. 

As a result of the informal con- 
ferences to be held in Washington 
between President Roosevelt and 
representatives of the chief com- 
mercial nations of the world, and 
the subsequent meeting of a world 
economic conference in London, 
the artificial barriers so largely re-

All neurologists (nerve specialists), 
neurotics, victims of nervous imposi- 
tion, plain quacks and wiseacre cus- 
tomers to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, physiology offers no ground for 
the common fallacy that the nervous 
system is the source of power or that 
the nerves or their centers are the 
reservoirs of energy and that when 
they are “overtaxed” or strained in 
some way this reserve of strength or 
energy is lost and the individual be- 
comes a nervous wreck or maybe a 
neurasthenic if he can afford it but 
just has nervous prostration if he 


can’t. I say all this is hokum, pure 
amadultepate§: hokum, aid in saying 
so I am~ bntKed by a_ solid wall of 
physiologists who are acknowledged 
authorities the world over. Show me 
a physician or anyone else of. scien- 
tific standing who disputes this teach- 
ing. 

Many a wiseacre reading this is al- 
ready marshalling in his thoughts bits 
of evidence which, he imagines, will 
give me something to think about if 
it doesn’t actually shake my position. 
That is indeed the reason why a large 
portion of the population is so im- 
pervious to health education. In mat- 
ters pertaining to health most Ameri- 
can iaymen are wiseacres, and you 
have to use a heavy mallet on them 
before you can teach them anything.

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Beer, Power and Gas 


Provide Big Revenue 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—(7)— 

Beer, electrical energy, gasoline and 
income taxes provided the chief 
sources of increase in the govern- 
ment’s revenue collections in March, 
when all items totaled $242,464,384, 
and levies on commercial products 
indicated a livening in industry. 
_ This was shown today in statistics 
issued by the internal revenue bureau 
on which beer appeared for the first 
time, listed under “non-intoxicating 
liquor, act of March 22, 1933, barrel 
tax” and “special taxes, brewers and 
dealers in fermented liquors.” 

The figures showed the government 
had received $702,300 from the $5-a- 
barrel tax and $18,508 from license. 

The return represented only a small 
portion of the total tax collected be-

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National Inflation Boosts -. .. 
Grocery Prices in Atlanta 


By HAL STEED. 
Prices of food, except the manu- 


factured lines, have gone up appre- ] 


ciably since the Roosevelt administra- 
tion put into effect its remedial meas- 
ures, notably when it took the United 
States off the gold standard, accord- 
ing to local dealers and wholesalers 
in Atlanta. 

Retail prices in the clothing lines 
have not changed, although the manu- 
facturers are warning the déalers that 
oe prices may be expected at any 
ime. 

February 6 was the date of the low- 
est price range. On that date the 
Chicago Board of Trade quoted lard 
at 3.87 cents a pound, compared with 
5.07 cents now. Side meat was 4 cents, 
against 6.50 now; hams, 7 1-4, against 
S 5-4, and pork loin, 6 1-4 against 
8 1-2 

Retail prices of these lines varies 
according to the quality offered and 
the dealer handling them,.but all have 
advanced with the wholesale figure. 

One grocer quoted floor Monday at 
S9 cents for a 24-pound sack against 
69 cents last February. Navy beans 
are up from $2 to $3.50 a hundred 
pounds. Sugar now sells retail at 6 
cents against 5 cents or less. Rice is 
up 80 cents a hundred pounds whole- 
sale, and meal has advanced from 95 
cents for a two-bushel bag to $1.35. 
The retail prices are subject to the 
same variations as those prevailing 
for meat. 

There has been no change in bread 
prices, although a higher price is ex- 
pected for the cheap loaf. 

It was pointed out that distressed 
prices prevailed in February, and 
really do not offer a fair comparison. 
Food, even at today’s higher price, is 
still cheap, dealers said. 

On the other hand, there was no in- 
dication that the price would recede. 
There might be fluctuations, but the 
underlying tone would be upward, the 
dealers .said. 

The salary man, of course, is for the 
present adversely affected by the up- 
ward climb of food prices. Not until 


salaries and wages are increased, and 
more employment created, can this 
a hope to offset the higher price 
evel. 

Manufactured products, such as 
canned soups, vegetables and other 
lines fre not as yet affected by the 
price changes. The changes have oc- 
curred in the raw products. To show 
the rapid advance in these, butter was 
quoted Monday at 22 cents a pound, 
wholesale, against 17 cents 10 days 
ago. 

Conditions applying in the clothing 
trade apply also to shoes, in which 
there has been no change in price. 
Asked if the manufacturers had issued 
any warnings of higher prices, a deal- 
er said that “something of this kind 
was in the air,” but nothing definite 
had come of it. 


Building material is still the same 
price. There have been several gov- 
ernment jobs lately, but they were not 
sufficient in volume or value to affect 
the price. 

Rentals for houses and apartments 
have not advanced, and there were no 
indications, agents said, that they 
would in the near future. 

In the case of rentals and building 
operations, it was pointed out that em- 
ployment would have to increase, and 
salaries be restored, or at least 
stabilized, before any activity could 
be expected. 

Manufacturers of furniture and oth- 
er house furnishing are warning their 
dealers that prices already quoted, or 
that may be quoted in the immediate 
future, are subject to change, accord- 
ing to one large dealer in Atlanta. At 
present, however, prices are the same, 
although the expected these, in com-. 
mon with other lines, to advance in 
the not far distant future. 

Summing up the situation, retail 
prices have advanced only in the food 
lines, and there only on the raw prod- 
ucts. The other things that the house- 
holder is called on to buy are un- 
changed, although manufacturers are 
warning the retailers that their prices 
may have to be advanced.

Soon her 
mouth and throat were broken out 
with blisters, They spread until 
most of her body was covered and 
her skin sloughed off.

Denying Gran 


Text of Pomeroy’s Charge 


d Jury Request 


Monday’s charge of Judge Edgar E. 
Pomeroy, of Fulton superior court, 
denying the grand jury’s request for a 
new judge and _ solicitor-general to 
conduct the county investigation, was 
prefaced by the following remarks: 

“On the part of the judges I de- 
sire to state emphatically that the 
charge which I am about to deliver 
to the grand jury was substantially 
approved by the judges before any re- 
ports of any conferences between the 
grand jury and others had reached 
them. 

“The court has not, is not and will 


not be in any sense a party to any 
such conferences or negotiations—or 
settlement, if the same have taken 
place. 

“The instructions of the court are 
not, and your duty must not be af- 
fected in any degree by any such 
rumors.” 

Text of Charge. 


The charge was as follows: 

“Mr. Foreman and Gentlemen of | 
the Grand Jury: 

‘Relative to your presentments ad- 
dressed to the court and ordered filed 
by it on April 20, 1935, I desire to 
further charge you, and to give you, 
likewise as a matter of record, the 
reply of the judges thereto, the other 
judges concurring. 

“The judges have given due con- 
sideration to these presentments and 
to the suggestions and recommenda- 
tions therein made, and conclude that | 
they are not disqualified. Let it be 
made clear that if at any time the 
members of the court are, or consider 
themselves disqualified in any matter 


they will voluntarily disqualify ther.- |

“The question of disqualificatior of 
a judge is one of law, based on rela- 
tionship, interest or bias, dependent 
of course upon particular faets. 


“The gravamen of your stated rea- 
sons seem to be based on the fact that 
the county commissioners have the 
right to supplement in part’ the 
judges’ salaries.

“It is likewise a part of the organic 
law of this state, fundamental and 
inherent, that the judges shall per- 
form certain prescribed duties unless 
they are disqualified. 

“There can be no disqualification 
on this account, 


Court Order Cited. 

“The order of the court of April 12, 
with reference to your lstter to the 
solicitor-general of April 11, dealt 
with tvo things: 

“1. The impropriety of the threat 
to indict unless the county commis- 
sioners adopted your recommenda- 
tions, inviting in advance a challenge 
to your fairness and impartiality in 
the matters referred to. It was not 
held that you are actually disquali- 
fied. 

“2. The indefiniteness of. the 
charges mentioned affording no suf- 
ficient details upon which a legal in- 
dictment could be drawn. 

“In view of the character of your 
letter, it was the duty of the court 
by appropriate order and instructions 
to call your attention to those mat- 
ters, and having done so affords no 
basis for disqualification. 

“The judges cannot abandon their 
duties or step aside because of a re- 
quest of the grand jury or because 
they would prefer to do so, but they 
must be governed in these matters 
by the law and by their own con- 
sciences, 

“There is no authority in law for 
the governor to make the

Attack Jury System 


DADEVILLE, Ala., April 24.—) 
Predicate for an appeal to the United 
States supreme court tonight was 
planned by attorneys for five negroes 
who tomorrow go on trial charged 
with assault with intent to murder 
for alleged participation in racial dis- 
orders near Reeltown last December. 

Irvin Schwab, of New York, em- 
ployed by the International Labor De- 
fense in behalf of the negroes, whom 
officers said were members of the 


“Share Cropper’s Union,” a radical 
organization, already has announced 
he would seek to quash the venire. 

A motion was made to quash the 
indictments on grounds that absence 
of negroes from the grand jury which 
on March 31 found the true bills vio- 
lated the constitutional rights of the 


defendants under the fourteenth 
amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion.

Way Prepared for Enactment 


Of Bill Insuring Bank Deposits 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—(7)— 
A virtual agreement between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and senators drafting 
permanent banking legislation appar- 
ently prepared the way today for en- 
actment of a bill at this session pro- 
viding for insurance of deposits. 

Differences of. opinion which had 


appeared at times almost insurmount- 
able were largely removed at an hour's 
White House conference between the 
chief executive and members of the 
senate banking subcommittee drafting 
bank reform legislation. 
The -president suggested 
modifications in the committee’s plan 
for setting up a_ two-billion-dollar 
fund to insure deposits in federal re- 
serve banks, but his proposals would 
not drastically change the project and 
were satisfactory to the senators. 
One of them would limit the 100 
per cent insurance of deposits to ac- 
counts vf $10,000 and less, with par- 
tial insurance for bigger deposits. 
Differing with the committee, the 
president recommended that branch 


Chairman Glass and members of the 
committee were elated over the results 
of the conference, and one member 
said there were now 10 chances for 
the bill where there was one be- 
fore the White House visit. 

Glass would not disclose details of 
the conference, but said the president 
“suggested some modifications of the 
insurance deposits feature of the bill 
which the subcommitte thinks wise 
and valuable.”

Intrepid reporters, using bowie knives, finally cut their way 
through the forest of gloom about the Cracker headquarters 
and reached the players late Monday afternoon. 

The players have been hustling and the failure to win has 
driven them into deep fits of the ‘‘No-Luck Blues,” the most 
terrible blues a ball player can have. 

Charley Moore reported himself to be satisfied with the 
spirit of the players. 
When we get hits our pitching fails. We are getting plenty 
of men on base but no hits to score them.” 

This is sustained by some comparative averages. 
They sustain, somewhat, the claim often advanced in 
this corner that ball players run to form. The Cracker 
players simply were not in shape to start the season. 
The real hitters were not ready to hit. 

The averages, of comparative dates up to Thursday of 
last week, show that several players on whom a great deal de- 
pends are lagging behind in runs batted in. These six players 
were selected simply because their comparative averages were 
available when others were not. 

They are printed to show what the players can do 
and what may be expected of them within a few days 
as soon as the already-evidenced signs of improvement 
have time to develop, and not, Pals, to pass on a 
headache. 

They show the hitting averages of 1932 and 1933, as of 
last Thursday, and the runs batted in.

Bonowitz, who made a late start and whose average for 
a corresponding date in 1932 cannot be had, is even with his 
later 1932 figures, with an average of .515 but is shy four 
runs batted in. 

In other words, the above Cracker players had 
batted in 60 more runs in 1932 than they have this year. 
This would have won, with runs to spare, all the games 
the club has lost. 

It is absurd to believe that the players above will not again 
attain something like their 1932 batting form. Sington and 
McKee, of course, played in a league of lower classification 
but their averages will undoubtedly stand up. 

Buster Chatham, who is going at a better batting 
pace than ever, should continue to be good. Chatham, 
who reported late last summer, had not been able to 
do any hitting with the Braves. Consequently he never 
really reached his real batting form. He seems to have 
it this spring. 

Rollings also has started hitting. 
im the Western league last season. 

Dashiell, who reported late to Chattanooga last 
season after a few weeks with the Red Sox, :in which 
he got little hitting practice, is also a dependable hitter. 
The boys are off to a late start. They apparently did not 
in shape during the spring training days at Mobile. 

It may be argued that the pitching is better this 
year. This is hardly to be sustained as the pitchers 
are about what they were last season. There would 
hardly be the difference indicated. 

Atlanta, the only city to spend real, cold cash for players, 
bought what appeared to be a good hitting club. You will 
pardon the writer if he insists once more that with an adjust- 
ment or so, it will be a good hitting club. 


NOT ENTIRELY A CRACKER PROBLEM. 

This situation is not confined to the Crackers. Over at 
Chattanooga we tind that Johnny Gill, who was quite a hitter 
last season, is batting at a .160 mark.

Pitchers ‘Hot,’ Batters ‘Cold,’ 
~ And Ball Okay, Harridge Says 


CHICAGO, April 24.—(/)—There'se 


no deep, dark mystery of a drugged 
or deadened baseball behind the cur- 
rent epidemic of pitching masterpieces 
in the American league, President 
Will Harridge said today as he 
ehuckled over reports of suspicious 
baseball fans.

Dear Miss Chatfield: We, father 
and mother, are very much worried 
about our 16-year-old boy, who has 
developed a passion for betting and 
gambling.. Having a.smal] allowance 
of .spending money, he doesn’t bet 
large sums but everything that comes 
up, whether it be a game, an argu- 
ment, or a simple query about the 
time of day, suggests to him that he 
make a wager. When he was young- 
er we laughed at his enthusiasm about 
his bets, but now that he is getting 
to be a big boy we are unhappy about 
it. Neither his father nor I have 
ever indulged in this pastime and we 
don’t know how to account for this 
tendency in the boy. What can we 
do about it beyond telling him that 
we disapprove of any sort of gambling 
and asking him to give it up? 

a a 


Answer: It’s easy to understand 
how a boy falls into the habit of 
betting small sums, even if his par- 
ents haven’t set him the example. 
Watch any group of young people 
at the soda fountains or at any 
other common gathering place where 
they are spending money. One of- 
fers to pay, another protests that 
he prefers ‘to foot the bill and if 
‘the argument assumes proportions, 
pretty soon someone suggests that 
they flip a coin for the decision. 
It is an easy and comfortable meth- 
od of settling an embarrassing 
point. But of course there is dan- 
ger in it and for those with the 
gambling instinct, great danger. It 
is said that a man is born with or 
without the gambling instinct and 
that if he happens to have it, that 
instinct comes to the surface in all 
the phases of his life, and if allowed 
to have free play will ruin any en- 


terprise in which he happens to en- 
gage. 


There are some men with this gam- 
bling instinct who have character 
enough to hold it in check. But one 
can’t tell certainly whether or not a 
16-year-old boy is one of these. A 
sage of our own days says that “‘Gam- 
bling is the vice of those that lack 
ambition or real ability. Gambling 
takes the place of real effort.” Grant- 
ing that this is true, parents wres- 
tling with the problem of:a son that 
bets on everything should center their 
efforts on his education, trying to dis- 
cover which way his natural bent lies 
and doing their utmost to give him 
the sort of preparation for life that 
will enable him to make a living, a 
preparation that will offset his native 
deficiencies. : 

Of course character underlies the 
whole problem and the psychologists 
tell us that a boy’s character is 
formed at 16, even though it may 
not be clearly read by those who 
come in casual contact with him. 
However, just as a building may be 

' reinforced and bolstered up after it 
is completed, so can a 16-year-old 
boy’s character be reinforced and 
bolstered by loving and conscien- 
tious parents who surround him 
with wholesome influences and keep 
before him a good example of clean 
living. The worst and weakest of 


'_ us respond to the love and faith 
| that our strong friends and rela- 

tives feel for us and express to us. 
Even the unambitious have kindled 
in them the faint glow of ambition 
by constant association with com- 
panions who burn with it. A 16- 
year-old boy who stands in the 
right relation to his parents must 
surely be influenced by their disap- 
proval of his habits and must sure- 
ly regard their request to give up a 
thing that causes them unhappi- 


ness.
